Action of the Georgia Legisiature. 


' The General Assembly passed ‘the fol- 
lowing resotutions on the subject of the 
approacszing Centennial: _ 
Resolved,that his Excellency the Gov- 
etnor be and he is hereby authorised and | 
requested to cause the proper steps to be 
taken under the direction and control of 
the Commissioners of Agricuiture, for 
affording the necessary facilities to the 
people of this State for forwarding and 
exhibiting products of the soil and mines. 
meehanics and other resources 
of the State at the approaching 
Centennial Exposition to be 


held in the City of Philadelphiain the 
year 1876, and in visiting the same: Pro- 
vided, That persons receiving the benefit 
of such facilities and organization be 
first required to pay such sum as Will 
coyer all expenses; the State to be in no 
way l'able for an expense or costs in- 
curred, of any kind, but the same to be 
borne exclusively by the persons taking 
the benefits as aloréaaia under such rules 
and iegulations as the Governor may 
prescribe, by which, with combined ac- 
tion, exhibitors may obtain the best ad- 
vantages in reduction of freights and pass- 
age, order and safety in the exhibition 
and care of the paoperty.

The Pope Annoutices that He Will 
Create Archbishop M’Closkey, of 
New York, a Cardmal— His- 
tory of tne Titie+The Na- 
tiens Now Me}; resented 
in the Sacred Col- 
jege.

McCloskey has been in. 
formed by telegraph from Rome that he 
and five other prelates of the Roman ‘ 
Catholic church will be.made Cardinals 
at a pro-consisiory or special meeting of 
the cardinals to be held. at the Vatican 
on Monday next, A pryminent Catholic 
divine yesterday statcd to a representa- 
tive of the Tribune that this honor has 
been conferred as a compliment to the 
Catholic church - ip the United 
States, which psumbers from 7,000,- 
000 to 8,000,000 members. The arch- 
bishop wall Penbintee Bedlistuched ia his 
present duties, but ig yirtue of bis new 
dignity he will be a member of the con- 
gregation of the Propaganda, to winch 
the management of fpreizn missions is 
intr As soon ag le is officially in- 
formed of his appointipent the archbish- 
op will either go to Keme and be invested 
with the new dignity at the hands of the 
Pope, or he will depu some ecciesiastie 
in that city to act forhium. The Catho- 
lics of this country will now be for the 
first time represented directly in the gov- 
erninent of the chur¢h, and in the elec- 
tion of a Pope, should such a contingen- 
arise, 
Cardinals are the highest dignitaries in 
the Catholic church atierthe pope, whose 
electors and ie they are, In 


early times the title was restricted to ec- 
clesiastics, immediaidly within the juris- 
diction of the bishopgfic of Rome. About 
the beginning of the }welfth century the 
popes having forme da regular court, be- 
gan to bestow the rank of cardinal on 
any individual of the clergy, or even of 
the laity, whom they chose to select, and 
to each, whether Roman or foreign, they 
gave thptitle of some particular church 
in Rome, but withont attaching to the 
holder any obligatory service. The 
number ot cardinals has for centuries 
been limited to 70; but at present there 
are only 49, of whom 27 are residents of 
Rome, and form part of the papal 
household. Thirty three of the 49 
cardinals are italians; the re 
maining 16 are of the following bational- 
ities: Austrie, 3; France, 6; Germany, 
2; Guatemala, 1; brelund, 1; Portugal, 
1; Spain, 2. ‘Thre@ of the foreign car- 
dinals are memberg of the Roman house- 
hold, namely, Cardinals Bonaparte, Pitra 
and Hohenlohe. Cardinals wear a red 
batand a purple mantle. They are ad- 
dressed as ‘‘Eminence,” and_at Catholic 
regal courts are regarded as princes of 
the church, and on state occasions re- 
ceive precedence accordingly. When a 
cardinal is an archbishop he retains both 
titles, and is addressed us his eminence 
the cardinal archbishop. The most inm- 

rtant funotion of a cardinal is the 
election of a Pope, whom it has been 
customary for centuries to select from the 
sacred cuilege, asthe collective body of 
cardinals is called. At the death ofa 
Pope the cardinals in Rome convene, 
and continue in session until hig success- 
or is selected.

A Papal Brief on Civil Alieziance—

Mr, Bolink owns and runs a cooper. 
shop near the house of correction, and 
as he keeps a dozen men at work, he is 
bound to have his shop run on ‘‘system,”’ 
The other day he was reading a newspa- 
per article in regard to the prevention of 
conilagrations. The article advised all 
employees to lay out a regular pro- 
gramme of what should ke done when a 
fire was discovered in the shop. and drill 
his hands till they understood It. He 
bought fifty feet of hose for the penstock. 
detailed a man to use it in ‘case of fire, 
and then instructed each other man and 
boy just what they should do when an 
alarm was given. One rolled out bar- 
rels, another to save tools, another to 
throw staves through a window, and each 
ene knew exactly what to, jump for. 

This was all right, and Mr. Bolink had 

a good mind to cancel his insurance pol- 
ic ies and depend on his local fire brigade. 
Before taking this step, however, it oc- 
curred to himto give his programme a 
trial. He had a little curiosity to see if 
his employees would spring to their posts 
according to instructions, and he studied 
outa plan, Yesterday morning he pass- 
ed up-stairs, kicked a pile of shavings 
together on an old piece of zinc, touched 
a match to them, and next minute ran 
down-stairs crying out: 
‘The shop is on lire! 
fire!!”’ 
The man who was to use the hose, 
grabbed it up, threw it out of the window 
and jumped after it, shouting ‘“‘fire!” 
until he was heard three blocks off. The 
man who was to save the tools threw an 
adz and hit Mr. Bolinkin the back, and 
then hit him again with a draw shave. 

As. Mr, Bolink was pawing around on 
the floor, the man who was to save the 
ready-made work rolled five pork barrels 
over him, kicked in the heads of three 
more, and thenjdug out through the back 
door. One man saveda piece of board 
six feet long; another took up a stave 
and broke two windows before he fled, 
while a third threw a hammer at the 
clock, uttered a wild shriek, and kicked 
open the side door. 

In two minutes the shop was clear of 
every one but Mr. Bolink, and he was 
crawlivg out from among the barrels 
when steamer No. 6 came galloping 
down, ‘The smoke was rolling up 
through the roof, the boys yelling “‘tire,” 
and the firemen were determined to save 
that Coopershop orperish in the attempt. 
Mr. Bolink heard them calling to “‘git 
them hose around hyar,” and to ‘‘play 
her up to eighty-five,” and he got to the 
door and shouted: 

‘Hold on, gentlemen; there is no fire 
here!”
